make ihe move is a puzzle. It was 
shortly after 7 o'clock last evening 
that her son, Emil, returned from his 
mysterious mission to Cleveland. lie 
paid a brief visit to Mrs. Chadwick and 
then went out in search of new quart- 
ers. 
In a few moments Mrs. Chad- 


wick, heavily veiled, came down the 
elevator. She seemed to be very weak, 
and she had completely lost the bold, 
upright carriage. Mrs. Chadwick was 
lifted from the cab and fairly carried 
into the parlor of the hotel where she 
tailed for a glass of water. This morn- 
ing the Holland House management 
declared that Mrs. Chadwick had left 
the hotel of her own volition. 
The 


morning a secret service man stood in 
front of her door and another watched 
at a window while two more paced the 
lobby of the hotel. Hotel employes 
say she is in. bed today.

Cleveland, O., Bee. 7—Acting upon 


the motion of Receiver Loeser appoint- 
ed by the federal bantonpt court to 
take charge of the affairs of Mrs. Chad- 
wick, Deputy U. 3. Marshal Fanning 
last night served papers at the home 
of Banker Ira Reynolds attaching the 
securities it is clai;ned he holds for 
Mrs. Chadwick. Service was made at 


Portland, Ore., Dec. 7.—The jury in 


the land fraud case, which has been 
occupying the attention of Judge Bel- 
linger's court for over two weeks, 
brought in a verdict of guilty for all 
the defendants with the exception of 
Miss Marie Ware after 5 minutes' de- 
liberation. No recommendations as to 
punishment were made. Miss Ware 
was acquitted, following the instruc- 
tions of the court. 


The verdict of the jury follows: 


"We, the jury, find the defendants, 
Emma L. Watson, S. A. D. Puter, Hor- 
ace G. McKinley, D. W. Tarpley and 
Frank H. Wolgamot, guilty of the 
crime of conspiracy to defraud the 
government of a part of its public 
lands situated in Township 11, south 
of Range 7 east, as charged. We find 
the defendant, Marie L. Ware, not 
guilty." 


The state's attorney asked that the 


defendants be placed under additional 
bonds in this case, but the court tie 
cided that a bond of $4,000 in the pres- 
ent case would be ample, and there- 
fore ordered that such security be 
given. This will place the defendants 
each under $4,000 bonds for each of 
three cases with the exception of Tar- 
pley and Wolgamot, who do not figure 
in the succeeding cases. There is no 
doubt that an appeal will be taken. 
The attorneys for the defense are now 
preparing their motion, and will in all 
probability present it at the opening 
of the next case on Dec. 13.

The House committee on appropria- 


tions today presented a bill making ap- 
propriations for legislative, executive 
and judicial expense? of the govern- 
ment carrying a total of ;28,838,709. 


Washington, "Dec. 7.—Senator Platt 


(N. Y.) fathers a bill providing for 
the reduction of the representation of 
certain southern states in congress, 
principally in the south. The measure 
to be presented by Senator Platt is 
said to have originated in the Repub- 
lican club of New York city. Senator 
Platt will call attention to the fact 
that it will affect northern states, es- 
pecially Massachusetts, 
as well as 


states in the south. Its backers will 
declare that the measure Is nonparti- 
san. The bill proposes that the repre- 
sentation of a state shall be based on 
the voting male population according 
to the last official census. The reduc- 
tion in southern and solidly Demo- 
cratic delegations should the bill be- 
come a law is estimated at 16 mem- 
bers. 


Representative Hill (Conn.) intro- 


duced a bill providing for the redemp- 
tion of United States treasury notes 
known as silver certificates in gold 
coin, and directing the secretary of 
the treasury to set apart $150,000,000 
in gold and bullion for the purpose. 
The act makes it the duty of the sub- 
treasury to maintain a gold reserve 
corresponding to not less than 35 per 
cent ol all United States note circu- 
lation. 


Representative Lafean. (Pa.) Intro- 


duced a bill dealing'with leaves of ab- 
sence Of the rural free delivery car- 
riers. The act is to go into effect July 
1, 1905, and provides for the granting 
to all carriers who have been in ser- 
vice for over a year prior to that date 
a leave of absence of 15 days without 
loss of pay. Carriers who have tiecu 
less than one year in the service are 
to be entitled to a leave of absence of 
one and one-quarter days for each 
month served. The bill also provides 
for the employment of substitutes at a 
salary of $600 per annum.

sentatives of many Protestant church- 
es in. Indiana engaged in a movement 
to strengthen the divorce laws at a 
meeting here last night, agreed on the 
following provisions of a bill to pre- 
sent to the next Legislature: 


After a divorce suit is filed the trial 


shall Le deferred from three months 
to one year. 


Three years' residence in a county 


shall be required before a divorce suit 
can be hied. 


Uncorroborated testimony of the 


plaintiff or defendant shall not be ac- 
cepted by the court in the trial ot a 
divorce action. 


When the commission of a crime is 


sufficient reaf-on tor granting of a di- 
vorce it shoald be made a cause lor 
the punishment of the wrongdoers, and 
the prosecuting 
attorney should bo 


compelled to prosecute the case. 


Limited divorces lor a considerable 


time should be granted and punish- 
nien. for bigamy should be inflicted. i£ 
a marriage is contracted before the 
expiration of the time specified in the 
limited divorce decree. 


The guilty party should not be al- 


lowed to remarry as long as the cause 
lor which the 
divorce was granted 


exists.

Daily Bombardment Continues. 


LonJon, Dec. 7.—Baron Hayashi, tho 


Japarese minister, today say;; that the 
Japanese bombardment continues daily 
against the ships in Port Arthur har- 
tor. 
They have been struck 
by at 


least 134 shells since the occupation 
of Akasaka Hill on December 6. He 
also confirired tho report that an ar- 
mistice was given on December (5 at 
the request ot the Russians to permit 
the burying of the oead on. both sides. 


Seized Many Guns. 


Mukden, Dec. 7. — The report that 


General Rennenkampff has adminis- 
tered a heavy defeat to the Japanese 
continues to circulate among the Rus- 
sian troops, but has not yet been offi- 
cially confirmed. To the earlier rumor 
mentioned above is added the report 
that the Russians have succeeded in 
carrying oft 24 guns which they cap- 
tured in the rout of the Japanese, but 
were first unable to remove owing to 
a cross-fire from the Japanese forces. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 7. — A promi- 


nent artillery officer who Knows Port 
Arthur thoroughly expresses the belief 
that the Japanese will be unable to 
hold the summit of 203-meter hill on 
account of the fire of the Antze and 
Else forts, which are less than two 
miles distant. This officer declares 
that it will be impossible for the Jap- 
anese to mount guns at the top of 
203-meter hill until the ammunition of 
the Antse and Et.se forts is exhausted 
The Tokyo estimate that the Rus- 
sians lost 3.000 men in an attempt to 
recapture 203-meter hill is declared to 
be absurd, and it is pointed out that 
such a loss would imply the virtual 
crippling ot the resistance; yet the 
reports from Tokyo assert that Gen- 
eral Stoessel continues to make coun- 
ter attacks. 


Confidence in the ability of the for- 


tress to hold out continues to be ox- 
pressed by the Russian war 
office 


officials. 
The reports from

of the shelling of the battleships and 
of heavy losses by the Russians in an 
Ineffective attempt to recapture 203- 
meter hill are considered misleading.

is ill at the New Amsterdam hotel, 
where she has taken quarters. 
Her 


departure from the Holland House was 
unexpected. As soon as her ca1! left 
the hotel secret service men took 
ether vehicles and drove after her. At 
the New Amsterdam hotel she was 
helped into the woman's reception 
room, where she fainted. After some 
five minutes the woman was able to 
walk again, aud, clinging to her son, 
she went to the elevator and was 
shown to a room on the first floor. She 
did not register, nor did her son nor 
the maid. The hotel managers de- 
clined to give any information as to 
how long the rooms were engaged for. 
Mrs. Chadwick's son went to the pub- 
lic telephone In the hotel and called up 
Dr. Albertus A. Moore. He asked the 
physician to hurry at once to his 
mother, who he said was very ill. Dr. 
Moore said later: "Mrs. Chadwirk is 
suffering 
from nervous prostration, 


the result of her removal from the 
Holland House to this hotel and being 
followed by secret service men and 
reporters." 


Despite reports to the 
contrary, 


Philip Carpenter, attorney for Mrs. 
Chadwicl:, stated that Iri Reynolds, 
who is reputed to have come here 
from Cleveland with securities valued 
at $5,000.000 belonging to Mrs. Chad- 
wick, had not seen his client. 


From present indications every ef- 


fort wil be made by Mrs. Chadwick's 
friends to settle the case. It was said 
by one interested in her affairs that 
Mrs. 
Chadwick has at the present 


time much more than enough to settle 
those claims -which have been made 
up to this time. Her counsel said that 
she is worth over $1.000,000.

THE CHIEF A GOOD JUDGE OF MEH 


Dr. Sren Ilpdin Snyn Karopatkln In 
Vnuopular \Vlth Officer* — Rivalry 
Iletn-een Him and Linevltch—Abil- 
ity and Action* of Coiuniandcrc In 
Mauchnrian Arm}-. 


Dr. Sveu llediu. writing in the Lon- 


don Times about General Kuropatkin 
aud his olhcers m tue itussuiu army, 
says: 


I have often been asked what kind 


of man is the present commander in 
chief of the Maiichurhm army, the 
mail ou whose shoulders now lies the 
heavy burden of the war. Is he a man 
of genius or at least a good general? 
Is he loved by his soldiers? Is he pop- 
ular? I have seen Kuropatkin se\eral 
times and have always present to my 
mind the two black and piercing eyes 
and the fierce look which darts from 
under the eyebrows as if it were always 
looking for a victim. 
Kuropatkin is 


cue of the few Russian generals who 
look like soldiers, lie is erect, a little 
above the average in height and not 
very stout. 
His high forehead and 


dark hair aud beard, sprinkled with 
white, give an impression of force, 
which i-f felt by all those who are ac- 
quainted with him. It cannot be said 
that he is popular, especially among 
the officers. Linevitch, the general who 
is in command of the Vladivostok di- 
vision, is more popular aud is beloved 
by all military men in Russia. The lat- 
ter, now more than seventy years of 
age, Is a self made man and a true sol- 
dier, who worked his way from the 
ranks to his present position by sheer 
dint of energy and toil and has always 
remained a brave but plain man and, 
notwithstanding his years, an impetu- 
ous general, full of fiery spirits. 
Ku- 


ropatkiu, like most Russian generals, 
is a court favorite, polite aud wily, 
clever, cool and by his experience of 
power a good judge of men. 


These two generals are not friends. 


Linevitch, who fought the Chinese 
campaign in 1900 and who was in com- 
mand of the forces at the outbreak of 
the war, was indignant at seeing him- 
self superseded by Kuropatkin. "It is 
the emperor's will," he said, "and I 
submit, hut the future will show who 
Is the more fit for that place." And, 
not wanting to serve under his rival, 
he accepted the command of the Vlad- 
ivostok division, which for the present 
has only done garrison work in the L's- 
surlan region.

ing this article on the generals whom I 
have met In Manchuria. It is really 
impossible to give even a short sketch 
of 
all—Sacharoff, 
Masloff. 
Trepoff, 


Ivanoff, Daniloff, Gcychcllmfinn, Rcn- 
nenkampf, 
Kharkevitch, 
Kondruto- 


vitch, Gilinski, Knshtallnskl, Kriciuski 
—it is a whole portrait gallery, and 
there are dozens of others worth a de- 
scription if space permitted. 
This 


crowd of brilliant actors of the far 
eastern drama is as • heterogeneous as 
possible. 
Among them you can find 


persons of all nationalities—Poles, Ger- 
mans, Esthonians, southern and north- 
ern Russians, Cossacks and men from 
the Caucasus—of all religions, except- 
ing Jews—Orthodox, Catholic, Protes- 
tant and Mohammedan—of all extrac- 
tions, from the peasant to the highest 
nobility. 


Some have been through the Turkish 


wars, while others ha\e never com- 
manded so much as a battalion. Some 
of them are intrusted with important 
duties, while others have not succeed- 
ed in getting any command at all and 
live idly at headquarters more or less 
satisfied with their extra campaigning 
allowances. 
Others there are who 


have already shown their incapacity 
aud have been obliged, to resign, but 
are tolerated at headquarters, where 
they receive full pay and live in the 
hope that they will still have a chance. 
Some generals ride like Centaurs—Ren- 
uenkampf, fur example—othei« are not 
able to sit on a horse, and others have 
broken their legs because they did at- 
tempt it. There are those who have 
been in the thickest of the fisht—Sam- 
sonoff, for instance—and others who 
are not at home upon the battlefield or 
have eiven all the orders during a bat- 
tle from their railway saloon. 


Some are not able to read a map, and 


others are men of learning and clever 
generals, but you can count the latter 
on the five fiiiRprs of one hand. Some 
have KUOII great trouble- to the Japa- 
nese generals, and others have jrivcu 
trouble only to correspondents, ri.ma- 
tiK-ii and their brother generals. There 
arc some who nrd'ioiK^t and poor, like 
Daniloff. and othf'rs who apply all the 
powers of their mind not to fighting, 
but to making as niwh money a.s they 
can out of the present war by all sorts 
of dishonest means. 


I-'ow do 
tlif-ir work honestly 
and 


thoroughly. The sr'-.u^r part nre neg- 
ligent, dissolute i.inl do not care about 
the war except in so far as their per- 
sonal interests nr*> '-oncenicd. I know 
of 
C.TSPS in which important papers 


were lost, and the genera! staff did notj 
know tha location of the troops (this! 
bappeno'l after the fall of the Taling 
pass), of cases when dispatches were 
Ff-nt to regiments in places whore they 
h.id never becw (as occurred to the 
Twelfth 
Siberian regiment* and of 


cases in which trains with stores and 
ammunition wore sent to positions 
which were in the enemy's bauds.
